HERR  UITLER'S  SPEECH 


Judging  from  tlie  experience  of  the  past  It 
matters  hardly  at  ail  what  Herr  Hitler  aays;  it 
la  his  actlong  that  affect  the  status  of  other  na- 

tion.s,  lu-  may  only  be  judged  by  deeds,  not 
words.  Much  that  he  said  in  bis  widely  heralded 
speech  to  the  Reichstag  j^iatarday  was  discounted 

in  advance.  He  threw  ho  new  light  on  the  Eu- 
ropean situation.  He  has  refused  to  agree  to  the 
methods  of  appeasement  proposed  by  President 
Roo.srvclt  of  the  United  States,  but  offers  instead 
to  negotiate  mutual  non-agression  pacts  with  In- 
dividual countries  who  may  believe  that  their 
Independence  is  not  respected  by  Oermany.  He 
has  Intimated,  though  not  saying  so  specifically, 
thai  Ucrniany  will  dictate  the  terms  of  any  con- 
ference of  the  future -In  which  that  country  Is 
engaged.  His  proml.'^e  to  neRotiate  a  series  of 
non-aggre&i>toa  pactii,  presumably  with  the  small 
nations  of  Europe,  can  only  be  appraised  In  Its 
.'ignificance  on  tlir  ba.-^^is  of  the  re.spert  that  he

There  is  another  set 
of  opinion  which  will  believe  that  the  Chief  Ex- 
ecutive of  the  neighboring  country  should  never 
have  made  his  gesture,  and  will  use  Herr  Hitler's 
reply  as  a  further  "arguihint  that  the  United 
Btatas  should  cease  to  attempt  to  influence  the 
course  of  events  In  Europe.  What  the  President 
himself  will  have  learned  is  what  Mr.  Neville 
Chamberlain  stated  soma  weeks  ago  wbaa-he 
refu.sed  to  Invite  the  nations  to  a  peace  confer- 
ence, namely,  that  the  time  is  not  auspicious  and 
that  A  eonfaranee  that  failed  would  be  worse 
than  no  conference.  What  the  world  lias  learned, 
what  Indeed  it  knew  before  Herr  Hitler  made  his 
latest  Reichstag  speech.  Is  that  thera  Is  no  poUcy 
of  general  appea-sement  pOSSlMa  While  totalitar- 
ianism is  in  the  saddle.

There  are  two  facts  that  emerge  from  the 
Reichstag  speech.  One  is  that  Oermany  has  de- 
nounced the  Anglo-Oerman  Naval  Agreement 
which  provided  that  she  sliould  only  maintain  a 
naval  strength  not  greater  than  one-third  of 
that  of  Oreat  Britain,  exception  being  made  in 
the  rase  of  submarines.  In  this  fact  having 
been  announced  in  such  a  way  there  is  an  in- 
stance Of  the  methods  employed  by  German  di- 
plomacy. In  the  ea.se  of  the  denunciation  by  one 
country  of  agreements  or  treaties  it  is  interna- 
tional usage  to  given  ofAclal  notlfleatlon  to  the 
other  roiintry.  or  countries,  concerned  through 
the  customary  diplomatic  ciiannels.  Herr  Hitler 
has  not  done  this:  instead  he  has  chosen  to  make 
his  announcement  tn  tl.c  Reichstag  before  offi- 
cially notifying  Oreat  Britain,  lie  dul  not  con- 
sult the  Reichstag  before  reaching  his  decuiiyn, 
because  that  is  not  tiie  method  of  totalitarianism. 
He  simply  aimounced  that  he  was  repudiating  the 
treaty. 

The  second  fact  that  emerges  from  his  speech 

H  tliat  he  lias  ciriiounced  the  ten-year  mutual 
non-aggression  pact  with  Poland.  He  has  done 
this  because  of  Poland's  mutual  assistance  pact 
with  Great  Britain  and  France,  Of  his  purpose 
in  this  respect  Poland  has  received  its  first  In- 
timation In  the  apeech  of  yesterday.  It  was  not 
notified  ofTlriaily  in  advance  Herr  Hitler  be 
Haves  himself  beyond  and  above  the  laws  which 
govern  diplomatic  usage.  He  makes  his  an- 
nouncements of  his  Intentions  to  German  audl-> 
encea,  as  if  it  were  they  alone  who  matter  in  the 
relationships  between  nations.  He  disclosed  that 
he  had  made  an  offer  to  Poland  for  the  return  of 
Danzig,  but  he  appears  to  have  aske^  that  coun- 
try to  give  up  a  great  deal  more  than  was  con- 
sidered possible  and  it  was  refused.  For  whatever 
hl.s  promise  may  be  worth  Herr  Hitler  has  inti- 
mated his  willingness  lo  negotiate  lor  the  return 
to  the  Reich  of  Danzig,  but  presumably  only  by 
the  method  of  a  conference  of  his  own  devising, 
and  only  by  way  of  a  conference  between  Ger- 
many and  Poland.

Australia  Is  marshalling  engineering  resources 
to  provide  an  industry  which  will  build  800  mili- 
tary aircraft  annually.  It  is  being  established 

now  at  Fishermen's  Bend  beside  the  mouth  of 
the  Yarra  River.  Supplies  for  the  Industry  will 
be  obtained  from  engineering  shops  which  use  all 
types  of  machine  work,  casting  and  a.«;.'5embly  The 
parts  for  the  airplanes  will  be  manufactured  by 
sub-contractors.  The  Commonwealth  has  prac- 
tically all  the  metals  required,  except  aluminum. 
The  tools  needed  are  being  imported  from  Oreat 
Britain.  This  is  one  of  Australia's  contributions 
to  Empire  defence  She  inteiid.s  to  build  airplanes 
not  only  for  her  pwn  use,  but  for  Oreat  Britain 
as  well. 


Canada  is  increasing  her  percentage  of  di- 
vorces In  relation  to  marriages.  In  1916  that  per- 
centage was  .10;  now  U  Is  2.13.  Since  the  Oreat 
War  most  countries  show  a  growth  in  the  number 
of  divorces.

This  meant  that  tram  continua- 
tion'was  defeated,  requiring  Mayor 
Andrew  McOavin  and  the  Oily 
Ctoohell  to  advertise  for  tenden  to 
create  a  new  transportation  system. 
The  dlcUtorial  VlctorU  Street 
Rallwaymen's  Association  wants  tbe 
council  to  dl.'iregard  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Act,  which  go';- 
erns  the  actions  of  every  municipal- 
ity In  the  Province,  and  to  seek 
special  authority  from  the  Provin- 
ce!

MORMON  CRICKETS 

Sir,— Regarding  tlie  news  report 
on  the  front-page  of  The'  Colonist 
for  Sunday.  April  16,  which  told  ol 
a  big  fight  being  waged  agamst 
Mormon  crickets  in  Oregon,  it  Is 
inter  est  Uig  to  recall  the  reason  for 
the  rather  unusual  name  given  these 
dc.KtnirthT  in.s^vt.s. 

In  the  Summer  of  1848,  members 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
L.ittcr  n.iy  S.ilnt.i,  commonly  raIl«Hl 
Mormons,  who  had  settled  Ureal 
Salt  Lake  [Valley  the  'year  before. 
Were  busily  enbragcd  in  cultlv.itlng 
their  cropsi  when  the  lender  vege- 
tation was  suddenly  covered  by 
mvriftd.s  of  greedy  cricket.s.  Men, 
women  and  children  used  every 
means  at  their  disposal  to  drive  off 
or  destroy  the  enemy,  but  to  no 
purpose.  The  in-sects  seemed  to  In- 
crease in  numbers. 

The  little  colony  at  this  lime, 
history  tells  us.-was  many  htmdreds 
of  mlKs  from  ctvill/ation  with  no 
means  of  travel  or  even  communica- 
tion, save  the  slowly  moving  oxcart. 
A  crop  failnr''  wa.-.  a  very  serlou.s 
thing  to  contemplate  under  mich 
conditions.  All  human  efforts  hav- 
ing failed,  the  people  fell  upon  their 
knees  In  the  fields  and  .wught 
Dlvme  a.s.si.< tance.  Soon,  there  ap- 
peared on  the  scene  Innumerable 
large  white  bird.*  which  terrified  the 
peopl/'  at  fir.'-f.  for  thfv  fr-nrffl  t!nt 
they  had  come  to  complete  the  work 
of  destruction  which  the  crickets 

had  tv^gnii:  bu'  a  thfy  .settled  upon 
the  flelci.s  It  wa.s  seen  that  they 
were  sea  gulls,  and  they  had  come' 
to  devour  the  insects  iMJIr a c!  of  the 
crop,s  The  bird*  gorged  thfrn.**-!' e. 
vomltmg  up  the  uue^-ts  and  raMng 
more,  until  they  had  destroyed  them, 
"nie  crops  were  saved:  what  seemed 
lik^  a  mlraclr  had  happ^ed:  and 
thtT  Ls  the  origin  of  the  name  Mor- 
mon erlcket.'

The  obverse  im- 
pression (face  side)  bears  tiie  like- 
ness of  His  Majesty  King  Oeorgc 
the  Sixth  with  tiie  inscription— 
"Oeorgivs  VI  D:a:  Rex  Et  Ind: 
Imp."

lake  and  wooded  i.'land  the 
verse  side  shows  the  Central  Block 
of  the  Parliament  BulldmgB,  Ot- 
tawa, with  the  stately  Peace  Tower 
in  the  centre.  Surmounting  tius 
design  is  the  in8crlptlea^''ilds 
Svorvm  Regnat." 

The  first  silver  dollar  was  struck 
in  honor  of  the  Jubilee  of  the  late 
King  George  V  and  the  second 
issue  after  the  accession  of  His 
Majesty.  The  silver  dollar  will  be 
avaliabie  early  in  May  at  all 
branches  of  chartered  banks.
